In the compaile of three yeares 
or there about,] haue ſeene ſtrange turnings & returnings of prouidence,cbbs 
of State that left vs (at leaſt the wiſe-hearted) hopeleſle of a flood: and then 
agayne high waters, that haue left many thoughteſle yea carelefſe, ofan cbb: 
heerc haue I ſeene an enemy lighted at a great diſtance , & roo much feared
